‘ BLACKMAIL, EXTRAORDIN-. ” 
ARY, 
An Ingenious Plot. 


» A most remarkable story of real life was 
unfolded recently at Bow-strect, when 
‘Henry Warren, aged forty, desoribed as an 
author, of Mortlake-road, Kow, and Robert 
Arthur Everett, forty-four, o publisher, of 
Kew Gardons-rond, woro charged: with 
attempting to extort blackmail from Mr 
Alexis Moreton Mandeville, hoad of the 
London and Paris Exchange, and tho 
conductor of the weekly journal, London 
Opinion. . . 
Mr Gill, K.C., outlined the caso against 
the prisoners. Ho said Everett was for- 
merly employed in connection witha publish- 
ing firm that went, into liquiation, and a 
short time ago the prisoners entered into 
partnership for the purpaso of conducting 
a blackmailing campaign. 5 
Counsel described how the prisoners, in 
the name of Everett and Bon, had issued o 
prospectus dealing with s book ontitled 
“Dr Basil,” who was a prince of swindlers 
and on ox-card sharper. Ono of the 
prospentiises war sent to Mr Mandeville, 
and tho prisoners sulwequontly called upon 
him. They represented that the book waa 
ta ba publichod innnadiately, but told him 
that he wiht. if ho folt ao disposed, buy 
the MRK and the type, which was already 


sor ap 
paywent oy £2,000. 

Mr Mandeville was the hend of the 
London and Paris Exchange, which was a 
concern employing over 300 clerks. Know- 
ing thnt the hook, if published, would 
consideralily injuro bis firm, and that he 
would havy no redress against prisouers, 
who were practically penmless, ho cangent- 
od to their propenral to pay than £2,009 
for the rights of the book. 

Subsequently the prisoners endeavoured 
to obtain further sume from him by saying 
that ha bad only purchased an odition of 
the work, and that if he wished to prevent 
farthor editions boing published be would 
have to buy the copyright. Mr Mando 
villo had then obtained 9 warrant, nnd the 
Trisoners were arrested. 

The manager of such «concern as the 
Londen aud Paris Exchange waa a very 
likely person to attract tho attention of 
blackmailers, and it wan ovident that tho 
prisoners had been in communication with 
persona whe had made an unsvece-sfnl 
attempt {9 damage the businoss of the 
Tondon and Paris Exchange, 

ROMANCE PROM COVER TO COVER. 

At the heginning of May Warren posted 
to the London and Paria change 8 pro- 
spoctus or description of a book to be 
published hy himself and Everett. The 
rospecttn was hended *! Everett's City 
Fite Series - Dr. Basil, of Throgmorton- 
etreat, Prince of Swindlers. An account 
of the Moorgute-stroat gang of outside 
brokers and sharpors, hy Henry Warren,” 

It then went ou as follows’ ‘‘ The life 
story of a great -winder who lives by his 
wita in the heart of the City of London 
cannot fnil to be intoresting, and when it 
is told ax this writer tella it with a bright, 
racy Unch and ao wealth of wit and 
epigram, it reads like a romance from cover 
1a gover.” 

‘In tho fins chapter we are introduced 
to Basi) Dashville, @ palo-faced doctor of 
Tanogmorton- sires with a narrow, retreat- 
ing forehead, a doctor of financo, whose 
English and Trish Exchange (Limited), 
though ostensibly a bank, is in reality o low 

mbling hell, into which thousands of 
fittle men and women of the United King- 
dom nro tempted and robbed, in many 
casey of their last pound, by the assistance 
of old Corpye Light, a whilom undertaker’s 
mute, who is now Dashville's manager, and 
8 gang of rascally journolista and 50 called 
experts, 

£5,000 asKED FOR. 

“+The caroar of Dr. Basil, ox-bank clerk, 
ex-card sharper, is traced from a back room 
to his so-called bank or exchango 
ins manner which cannot fail to excite 
outbursts of both laughter and indignation 
for Dr. Basil, although » great swindler, is 
algo a greut fool.” 

Tho prospectuy also stated that Bapil 
Dashvillo and old Corpsa Light had the 
impudence to offor themselves to the 
British electors xs candidates of West- 
minster in the Liberal interest at the last 
election. ‘‘ Neither of them was returned, 
but an outside contributor to Dr, Basil’s 
bucket-shop journal ia now Liberal M.P. 
for a London borough." 

Mr Gill then went on to describe what 
passed betweon Mr Mandeville ond his 
solicitors and the prisoners. They put 
forward suggestions that Mr Mandovillo 
should pay another large sum of money— 
the amount suggested to his private 
Rearetary was £5,000, 

Prisonors were remanded.
